At the Free 
Press building the editorial force made 
a stampede forthe street, while in the 
composing-room the weekly men all 
stopped work, but those on piece work 
kept right on. 

Detroit, Aug. 31.— Three minutes 
before 9 o’clock to-night an earthquake 
shook large buildings in this city and 
created considerable excitement. Sec- 
ond and third shocks followed, the three 
extending over a period of three min- 
utes. The wave went from west to east, 
and was felt in all parts of the city. 

A PANIC AT LOUISVILLE. 

Lovursvituz, Ky., Aug. 31.—A decided 
earthquake shock was felt here about 
9:15 p. m., lasting nearly half a minute. 
The vibrations seemed to be from north 
to south. No damage is as yet reported. 

The streets were crowded with fear 
stricken inhabitants, who would not go 
inside until after the second shock, 
which was scarcely perceptible, occurred 
fifteen minutes later. Furniture was 
moved and windows and lamps were 
broken in the various hotels, but no 
serious damage is reported.

A LEGAL PUZZLE. 


How Mach Water Did the United 
States Get with AlaskaT 


Nrw Aug. 31.—A Washington 
speci:lto the Post says: A new point 
has been raised in connection with the 
seizure by a United States revenue 
cutter of two Canadian vessels; One is 
said to have been captured 65 miles and 
the second 120 miles from the nearest 


land. The point made is: Did Russia 
have a right to vonvey to the United 
States, as it did by the terms 
of its treaty in connection with 
the sale of Alaska, the greater part of 
Bering’s strait? Will any foreign gov- 
ernment recognize such right under 
international law? If the United States 
has aright to prohibit British fisher- 
men from taking fur seals 120 miles 
from land, has not the United States 
the same right to prohibit British or 
Norwegian whalers from taking whales 
within the same seas? Our treaty 
rights in Bering’s sea have never been 
tested. It is possible that the 
seizure of these two Oanadian 
vessels by our revenue cutter may 
bring these rights into dispute. In- 
quiry was made at the State Depart- 
ment today, to ascertain whether the 
department had considered the matter. 
Assistant Secretary Parker said that the 
subject has not yet been brought to the 
official attention of the Siate Depart- 
meat. It was wholly under the control 
of the Treasury Department, where it 
will be likely to remain, unless the 
owners of the Canadian vessels should 
complain totheir government. Oanada 
should in turn report to the British 
Government, and the subject, in this 
manner, be called te the attention of 
the State Department.

Convention. 

THE CONVENTION MEETS. 

San Franorsco, Aug. 31.—The Con- 
vention met at 2:05 this afternoon, in 
the main hall of the new Odd Fellows’ 
building on Market street, The West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company ran a 
telegraph wire into the convention for 
the special use of the Associated Press, 
in order to expedite the report of the 
proceedings to the interior papers. The 
convention was called to order by W. D. 
English, chairman of the State Central 
Committee. His speech was confined 
to saying that he had the honor of call- 
ing the convention to order, and without 
further preliminary announced that 
nominations for temporary officers were 
in order. 

Olay W. Taylor rose, and, in a speech 
counseling harmony in the Democratic 
party, nominated N. Greene Cartis, of 
Sacramento, for temporary chairman. 
H. B. Gillis, of Siskiyou, seconded the 
nomination. Senator Del Valle, of Los 
Angeles, in a short, stirring speech, 
nominated Stephen M. White, of Los 
Angeles, for temporary chairman of this 
convention. 

Hon. Barclay Henley, of Sonoma, 
seconded the nomination. He said: 
Lam constrained by the highest 
sense of duty as a representative of true 
Democracy, and to my constituents, to 
second the nomination of Stephen M. 
White—a man whose voice: speaks and 
represents the anti monopolists and 
the true Democracy, Where does an- 
tagonism to Stephen M. White come 
from? I impugn the reasons of no one, 
It comes from the corner of Fourth and 
Townsend streets. Let it not be said 
that the convention has been influenced 
by railroad and monopoly interests. 

Judge Terry, of San Joaquin, rose 
and seconded the nomination of Ourtis. 
“I represent the whole San Joaquin 
delegation and they are solidly in favor 
of Curtis. I can also safely say that I 
represent four-fifths of the whole 
Democracy of the State. I was sur- 
prised to see an effort to introduce an 
old party fight in the deliberations of 
this convention and hope it will not 
have the effect of creating serious dis- 
turbance.’”’ On motion nominations 
were ordered closed. It was then re- 
solved that all contesting delegations be 
passed in balloting for temporary ohair- 
man. 
WHITE CHOSEN TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN. 

Balloting for temporary chairman was 
then proceeded with. It resulted in the 
election of Stephen M. White. The 
vote for temporary chairman was as fol- 
lows: White, 260; Ourtis, 224. 

On the announcement of the ballot 
Curtis rose and said he did not seek any 
nomination at the hands of his party. 
He then referred to Barclay Henley’s 
speech regarding him, charging him 
with being the tool of monopolies, and 
denied the imputation in most emphatic 
terms, and claimed that Henley did 
him an injustice. He then asked those 
who voted for him to cast their votes 
for White, and on motion of Curtis the 
nomination of White was made unani- 
mous. 

Stephen M. White, on being intro- 
duced, thanked the conveution for the 
honor done him. He defended Cartis, 
and said that he was sure that there 
was no intention to reflect on his integ- 
rity. There seems to be an impres- 
sion, he continued, that my election 
will create a disturbance in this Con- 
vention.

TURKEY'S MILITARY PREPARATIONS. 

New Yorx, Aug. 31.—The Herald’s 
Cologne dispatch says: The Oologne 


Gazette publishes the following dispatch 


from its correspundent at Adrianople: 
“The Turkish army is being 
repared for war. A Vienna diplomat 
of this city told me that if Prince 
Alexander preceeds in his purpose, 
which is to establish a triple alliance 
with Servia and Roumelia, the anger of 
the Czar would be of little avail. Setting 
aside the 400,000 soldiers of the triple 
allianoe, Turkey would step into the field 
for Bulgaria, and Austria for Servia, in 
case Russia should be aggressive. 
Germany also would be bound, accord- 
ing to the provisions of the treaty, to 
assist Austria. The exceedingly friendly 
reception of the Prince by the officials 
of Roumania, and the reported expres- 
sions of friendship made by King Milan 
with reference to the person of the 
Prince—expressions which, indeed, 
are not in harmony with the 
invasions of the previous 

year, seem to substantiate the above 
views. From Bucharest is learned the 
following circumstance; When Prince 
Alexander had arrived at the railway 
station there appeared a Russian egent 
and a Bulgarian attorney who belonged 
to the Ruseian party. These, however, 
by order of the Roumanian police, bad 
to leave the railroad station 

_GERMANY’S MisTBUST OF FRANCE. 

Beaux, Aug. 31.—The North Ger- 
man Gazette reiterates that Germany 
has no interests whatever in the Bul- 
gariaus.
